A happy event in connection with Sir, 
Laurier's acceptance of offlce was that 
just after he had performed li is lirst im- 
portant official act — the foriiiatioii of a 
miiiislry — lie was waited ujiun by the 
eorreapoiidont of the Victoria Times, 
who notwithstanding' certain omissions 
cordially congratulated the Premier 
" on having formed an unprecedented- 
ly sti-ong government." The special 
dispatch to the Times contain- 
int; this important news does not 
i^jiecify what remarks on the 
part of the correspondent followed 
the congratulation, but from the pub- 
lished text of Mr. Laurier's answer it is 
reasonable to infer that the correspond- 
ent iiieiilioned I'ritish Coluiiiliia's nii- 
realizcd desire for otu; or lliree cabinet 
po.silions ; perhaps in evidence produciiij; 
tho Victoria disi)ateli to the .fournal — 
about Mr. Teinplenian and a eontroUer- 
ship — pnhlished in the ('oi.d.visr tlie 
otlier day, uinl alRo the Victoiia Times' 
mild jirolest that " there is cause foi- l e- 
t,'rel in the alLseuceof a Britiali Columbia 
representative." .\t iill events, Mr. 
l^aurier thus pointedly answered 
liiin : " I tliink the personnel of 
the f^overnnicnt, will jrive satis- 
faction to the j)eo[)le at lai'ge" — 
meaning no doubt the people of Quebec, 
who have seven out of the seventeen 
positions, for Mr. Laurier proceeded at 
once to explain how it was that Plon. 
Francois Langelier, the only one of the 
tour members from Quebec city and 
county unprovided for, had been left 
out. Yesterday's special dispatch to the 
Times proceeds: 

" It is ciirreiitlv reported tiiat Ihojjovcr!!- 
nieiit inteiul to abolish the CDiitridlershij).-?. 
fan wo make auv announcement as to 
that'.-"' 

Mr. Laurier replied : "One thing I de- 
plore is that I have to place two such 
threat men as Sir Henri .loly de f^otbin- 
iere and Mr. I'aterson in coiitroller- 
sliips, but tlii.-i is nut so much my fault 
as the fault of the e,\'isliiif,' law'. Wliy 
the deiiartmeiit of ciij-imns, mie of the 
most important in the w hole adiiiiiiisira- 
tioii. was liniUKht down from tlie level of 
a full (!al)inet portfolio to a conlnillershi)) 
IS a tiling; I have never been aide to iiiuler- 
stnnd. In fact the whole act which con- 
stitutes the department of trade and cum- 
mernc and places tho departments of cus- 
toms and inland revenue in subordinate 
positions was very ill advised. It is our in- 
tention, replyinf; lo your ipiestion, at the 
earliest 'day, to'have tlie act ullereil 
with a vii-w to simplify the ciiinlirous 
• yslem creuteil liy it, in secure i-llicieiii-y 
mil economy in llie service, and lo restore 
hese two mosi iiniuirtant depart inents to 
he difinity which appertains to them by 
idariiif,' the heads of the same in the posi- 
tion of lull cabinel rank." 

The words " {nil cal)inet rank," with 
which this Times dis]iatch conclthles, 
are i)robaljly not part of M r. I^aiirier's 
answer, as lie is rather careful about his 
lan(;uage. and there is no such lliinj; as 
' empty " or even ■' half-full" cabinet 
rank — there are no grades in tlie cabi- 
net. But the main fact of the dis{)ateh 
is tliat in the near future the depart- 
ments of customs and inland revenue 
are to l)e restored to their former stand- 
, whicli will i,dvu to their beads the 
salary of ^7,00(1 instead of $-5,(lUl), and 
will no loufier leave il optional 
with the Premier whether or not 
these beads shall be nu-mbers 
)f the cabinet. This annouucemeiit by 
.Mr. Laurier shows thai he has aiijiro- 
priated another feature of Sir Charles 
Topper's policy, jilainly declared on 
several occasions, iiotaldy two months 
a^io when 1 Ion. 10. (i. Trior made his 
lirst address in Victoria after returning 
from Ottawa. Col. Prior then said (see 
CoLo.NiHT May 14) : 

To say a lew words about liimself, he 
wished" to state that when Sir Charles 
Tuppcr asked liiiii to join the new cahiii- 
t, and to lake the same jiosilioii as 
le had occupied under Sir Mac- 
kenzie ilowell, he assured him 
that if the hilieial - t'onservativcs 
continued in power one of 
the very liisl measures piesenled next 
session would boa bill abidishin^ the con- 
troUorships and creating as formerly the 
two distinct departments of custonis and 
iniiiiid revenue. Kir Charles Tapper staled 
that he did md believe in the controller- 
ships, just as ."iir.lnhii .\ , Macdoiiald did 
lilt, for though he passed t he bill .several 
veins behire his deatli Sir .loliii never put 
It into ell'ect. Tlie slandiuf,' of tin- inland 
revenue department does not, however, 
ailed the position id' its head when he 
sits 111 tlie eoiiiieil linurd, where every 
mcmocr has an eipial voice and vide, cast 
in the order oi his seniority as a I'rivy 
Councillor, and not acconling lo the de- 
partment he controls. 

In view of the aliove annouiiceinciit, 
^iven to the Victoria i)ublic two months 
ago, it is amusing to see the Times 
claiming as it did editorially yesterday 
t hat tlune is anything in the; telejiraphed 
interview witli Mr. Laurier throwinfj; 
new light on the sittiutioii or bearing out 
its silly contention that the Controller 
of Inland Revenue, or any other I'rivy 
Councillor, may not be a cabinet minis- 
ter when invited to be one by the 
Premier.

Canadian grant, tliiit this great stale 
project can lie submitted to tbe Ini[)erial, 
Canadian and AtiBtralian legialalnres at 
tlieir ne.\'t session, as intended. 

I'ears are expressed lest a private 
cable line from San hVuncisco via llon- 
oltilti and Xew Caledonia eliould get 
first into tbe held.

Ori'Aw.^, .Inly 15. — In oflicial circles it 
is learned tliat His Extiellency lias not 
siirned a single appointment suggested 
by tlie late government. Tbe orders-in- 
conncil will all therefore come under re- 
view by the new cabinet. Even the list 
of Queen's Counsel is said to be hung up 
for further consideration. 

It is expected that Sir Richard Cart- 
wright will immediately take up the 
consideration of the fast Atlantic Bteam- 
ship contract, as considerable anxiety is 
felt in colonial circles in England re- 
specting the Una of action the govern- 
ment will take on this subject. 

Tlie .Minister of jMilitia left for Nova 
Scotia to-day. I'revious to his departure 
he had a coiiference with General Gas- 
coigne regarding the annual eanips. 
n-iving to the late date at which funds 
will lie availal)le,the General lias doubts 
as to the advisability of holding any 
camps this fall, and he think.s that if 
tbev are deferred until next spring the 
department will be in a position to |)lac(i 
the new rifle in the hands of the rural 
corps. The ininister has given instruc- 
tion that the diflerent B.A.G.'s be com- 
municated with in order to ascertain the 
views of the force in tbe several districts. 

(Press Dispatch.) 

Montui-:ai^, July 15. — .-V special from 
Quebec to the Witness siiys : "The ele- 
vation of Mr. K. K. Dohell to ctihinet 
honors is to many asloundirig and inex- 
plicable. Until quite recently he was a 
Tory of the Tories, and oven to-day lie 
calls himself an Independent and not a 
Liberal. In well-informed political 
circles it is believed his entry into the 
ministry is only to give him a certain 
prestige preparatory to being sent to 
ICngland as High Commissioner, where 
lii8 advocitcy of the Imperial Federation 
project will be more acceptable than to 
the majority of the people of this prov- 
ince." 

A London cable says : "Sir Donald 
A. Smith returns to Canada on Satur- 
day. Hia departure gives rise to the 
conjecture whether or not he means to 
resign the high conimiasioiiership, 
which, it is understood, he would retain 
i! pressed by tho new ministry. Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell also sails on Saturday, 
as well as Hon. T. M, Daly, tho change 
of ministry liaving caused him to resign 
the iniinigration mission." 

The adjournment till October of the 
cable conference ia the cause of much 
diaappointment to the supporters. It 
means that the project will be thrown 
over till next year, and gives an open- 
ing for the rival United States and 
French iirojects to get a linn footing in 
the Pacilic.

with keen intereet. In anticipation of 
an interesting debate the benches of 
the Mouse of Commons wore more than 
I oidinarily lilleil to-day. 

Kt. Hon. Gerald Balfour, cb.ief secre- 
tary for I relaiid, replying toa (jiiestion by 
Jolm Dillon, leader of the lioiue rule 
iiarlv, said it was the intention of the 
government to withdraw entirely those 
(clauses of tbe bill iiiinihcred 1,'!, J-1 and 
1"), li.xintr fair rents, and inserting in 
place of them the ainendmentH proposed 
by Mr. T. M. Ilealy. It was the inten- 
tion, Mr. Balfour said, to drop the gov- 
ernment ameiulments now on the paper 
applying to clause 4. 

Rt. Hon. ,To8. Chamberlain, aecretary 
of state for the colonies, said the atti- 
tude of the ministry had been consistent 
from the outset. The government had 
said the bill could only be passed if it 
should be accepted as a non-contentious 
measure. If Mr. Dillon considered the 
bill a bud measure, there would be no 
use in wasting time in itsdiscussion and 
the bill will have to be withdrawn. 

Replying to Mr. Labonchere, Mr. Bal- 
four said he saw no reason why tho bill 
should be abandoned. The change which 
tbe government proposed would, he said, 
render it necessary lor the movers of the 
amendments to reconsider their posi- 
tions. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt moved 
the adjournment of the house and Mr. 
John Dillon seconded the motion. The 
latter complained of tin.' vacillation of 
the Government and demanded that tiie 
bill be carried forward and passed by 
the bouse.

ONTARIO. 

The Bi;hoonor Arctic, of St. Ciith- 
arines, C:ipt. .Siiluey, loaded with cudiir 
posts fniiii I'rovideiieu Bay, Out., for 
Buffalo, X.V., becaniu \vaterlo^'jj;ed about 
five miles frma the West Knd lij^htllouse 
point, Tort Kowan, on tlie 10th inat., 
the gale bluwiiij^ strong trom the south- 
west and a heavy sea running. Two 
sailors, Robert Bigeon, of Toronto, and 
Blue VViarton, iittempted to reach shore 
in the vessel's yawl, but the craft cap- 
sized and boi h men were drowned. The 
life-saving c:rew8 succeeded in rescuing 
the bahuux' of the crew, consiatinii of 
the captain, three men and two women. 

.V sad and fatal accident occurred near 
Helleville, on tlie 6th inst., by which 
Thomas .McDonald, a G.T.U. lireniau 
lost Ins life, lie \va.a accompanied by 
Miss Nellie Howden, driving alonij the 
main line of the G.T.R., a short distance 
eantof the city, when a passing loconio- 
tivo whistle frightened his horse, which 
ran away. One of the reins broke, and, 
losins control of the animal, the rig was 
thrown against a post, ihrowing out tlio 
occupants, .McDonald striking the post, 
crushing his breast so that he lived but 
a short time. Miss Bowdea was com- 
paratively unhurt. 

H. 6. Hunt, mueiudealer, St. Thomas, 
was arraigned at the police court on the 
9th instant, before V. M. White, on two 
chargeaof using postage stamps after tbu 
same had been previously used. Hunt 
pleaded guilty and was fined $10 and 
costs on each, total .$28, or in default one 
montli'a imprisonment. 

pUEUEC. 

An important interview took place in 
the executive council chamber at Que- 
bec, on the 9th inst., between a commit- 
tee appointed at Montreal by the repre- 
sentatives of the diU'erent railways in 
this province receiving land gi-anta, and 
the members of the provincial govern- 
ment. According to the railway policy 
of 1886 the government liad pledged it- 
self to assist the construction of certain 
railways by means of land grants to tlie 
value of about $3,000,000, which were 
afterwards converted into money sub- 
sidies at the rateof seventy cents an acre, 
half of which was to be paid on the 
completion of the roatls and the 
other half when the government had 
disposed of or sold the land. To ascertain 
what the Flynn administration proposed 
to do w ith regard to tlie part of these 
railway Hubsidies still tipaid was the ob- 
ject for which a committee was struck. 
After discuiiisi ng the matter with the 
government. Premier I'lynii replied that 
hie government w.i.i preptued to respect 
all its obligatiDiirt and that the repre- 
sentations of the depulatio.'i would re- 
ceive serious and early consideration. 
He pointed, however, that according 
to the actual law the payment of the re- 
maining thirty- live cents uer acre was 
only conditional or contingent upon the 
sale of the lands. This part of the obli- 
gation was therefore not actually worth 
thirty-five cents per acre, as the lands 
might not be sold for twenty- five or fifty 
years. The amount of the government a 
indehtpdiiess in this connection wascon- 
sequenlly r.ol .t;i,O0U,0(Jil, as h^id been 
stated. At besl, too. the sale <it lands 
only lejjreseii ted "iO,OiH) ai I'es a y.'ar. 

The execniive ipf lh>t Quebec Provin- 
cial liraiich of the D imiiiion .Miiance 
met on tla; Ulth inst. in .Mmitreal. The 
secretary in his report referred to the 
action taken by the :illi;iiice in the re- 
cent genertil electioiiH. The result of the 
elections was i-Dnsidered very satishu'.tory 
from the alliance standpoint. In this 
province twelve pronounced iirohibi- 
tionists were elected and thirty-foursup- 
porters of the Dominion plebiscite on 
prohibition. The question of prohibi- 
tion in parliament will be the import- 
ant subject for discu.Hsion and aiaion at 
the great prohibition convention to lie 
held in Toronto, hegiruiing on Julylo. 

On the ilth inst. the MoiilreiU deteo 
tives receiveil information fiom the 
authorities at Chanibly over tlie tele- 
phone, that tlie post otlice hiid been 
broken into, the safe blown open and 
JfL'OO stolen, The intruders did not 
mind the postnite Stamps; of which 
there was a huL'i! quantity in a drawer, 
which was nut (ipened. 

K. I'rilchanl, .M. Inst, C.K., and F.ti. 
S., who was in .Montreal prior to to hi.s 
departure fur ICiigland by the S.S. Mon- 
golian and had s|)eiit, two iiionlbs in the 
Kosdiand district, British Columbia, in 
the capacity of consulting engineer to ii 
powerful Knelish mining company, 
whose chairman is the Earl of Warwick, 
predicts that the Kosslaiid district and 
the whole surrounding country will 
shortly he the greatest mining camp 
with which he has ever been connected. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

The fruit prospects in the Annapolis 
valley show signs of an abundant crop. 

The orchards in June were in fuller 
bloom than at any previous year, and 
reports indicate that the apples have 
general lysetwell. Manyyoungorcharda 
which have never produced heretofore, 
■will give a nice crop this year and helj) 
to largely increase the amount annually 
exportecl. Reports from lOngland indi- 
cate a short crop of apples in that coun- 
try. Already they are making anxious 
enquiries about the Nova Scotia pros- 
pects for llieir supply and the impression 
is general that prices will be good. 
ComiminiciUiona have been sent to ling- 
land asking about the advisability of 
jnitting Moiliterraneaii fruit boats on for 
the apple carrying trade. 

A _ correspondent of the Halifax 
Chronicle writes: "Thirty years ago 
the cities of Halifax and tit John, as 
well as the smaller towns, were supplied 
with their beef, pork, mutton and poul- 
try by the farmers of Nova Scotia ; to-day 
a large part of these articles are import- 
ed from other provinces. Surely this is 
wrong. With our splendid grazing coun- 
try and soil well calculated to raise all 
tbe cuarser grains, wo should not only 
supply our own market with beef, mut- 
ton uiid poultry, but we should take a 
share in the export trade of Canada. 
Eugland is a large importer of meats 
aud pruviHions of all kinds. In

In 1895 
cattle increased to 96,460 head and sheep 
to 215,508 head. All these shipmenta 
were from Ontario and Quebec, not a 
dollar's worth from Nova Scotia. In 
18".),') Knglaiid imported cheese to the 
value of 0(11), 000. Of this amount 
Canada HU|iplied .i;! 0,000,000, but little 
or none from Xova Scotia. In 1805, 
Eiiglaiul i.iijiorted .f 1)5,1)110,000 worth of 
butter, of which only one-and-a-half 
million of dollars were Hhipped from 
Caniuhi and none from Nova .Scotia. 
Surely it is time to wake up and make a 
commencement in the jiroduction of 
these great articles of consumption. 

MANITOBA. 

The following resolution was recently 
adopted by the late convention of Bap- 
tists of Manitoba and the Northwest: 

" Whereas Baptists are and ever have 
been opposed to the teaching of religion 
by tbe state on the subject of denomina- 
tional Bchoola by money grants: We in 
convention aesembhHl, as representing 
the Baptists of .Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories, hereby place ourselves 
on record as determinedly opposed to all 
legislation not strictly in accord with the 
most absolute separation of church and 
state, believing, as we do, that the 
teachings of the New Testament and i 
recognition of equal rights of Vi citizens, 
unite in this demand." 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

Daniel O'Hara recently passed away 
at hia residence, Camden street, St. 
John, N.B., at the ripe age of 93 years. 
At the age of 16 years be came to this 

country and first engaged in lumbering 
on the St. John river. Mr. O'Hara had 

been engageil in connection with timber, 
either as hewer or handling it in some 
other capiicity. Like many of the early 
settlors, .Mr. O'Hara jiossessed a sound 
constitution, and this held good until 
nearly tlie end. Fur ninety-one years 
lie never received any medical assist- 
ance, and he never remembered being 
sick. His memory was reniarkalily 
good for a man of his age. He leaves 
live daughters and four sons; among the 
hitter is Charles O'Hara, the well known 
barber, of Mill street. 



15K1TISH COLUMBIA IN ENGLAND. 

Her Mines Are Rapidly Coming to the 
Front— The Province " WiU Ere 
Long Loom Large."

British Columbia is rapidly coming to 
the front in the mining world. Of the 
companies which have been promoted 
to develop the mineral treasures of llie 
country may be mentioned the Hall 
Mines, Limited, which has a promising 
look about it. Last month the mine 
smelted 3,420 tons of silver ore, which 
produced 283 tons of matte, containing 
135 tons of copper and 70,847 oz. of 
silver. The value of this is estimated at 
about .CM, 510, while the mitgoings will 
not exceed at most UO.OOO. This means 
an annual prolit of 1:100, (XH), or, say, y.i) 
per cent, dividend on the [laid-np capi- 
tal of .:;:iOO,000 As late as .March last 
the shares could be bought fur IO.h. 
They now stand as high as 50.-!, and look 
like going to €.'i. 

.Apropos, I hear that aimther venture, 
with a' capital of i;:!.50,000, is mi the 
tapis. In face of the foregoing figures 
it might meet with a very cordial recep- 
tion at the hands of investors. The 
ground to bo worked is said to be fabu- 
lously rich, and providing the ditticul- 
ties are overcome — and there is no reason 
a|)|)arent why they should not — then 
the results to the shareholders should be 
[ilienomenal. If I am not mistaki'i;, 
British Columbia will ere long loom 
large in the financial world as a promis- 
ing outlet for capital.

]nei)ts. It was retiorted a week or so 
ago that there was a diaugreeuient be- 
twfeii the Governor-General and Sir 
Chark'.s Tiipper relntive to iippointiiienta 
to oHiie. The nmior was thtit the 
Prt^mier liiiii ap|)i'iiU'd to Mr. Chaiiiljer- 
laiii Li^'aiii.st i>oiil Ahordot'irs iluui.si()ii 
iiiid that the .Si'cretary of Slate for tlie 
Colonies interfered or threatened to in 
terfere in behalf of Sir Charlea 
Tapper. Tliere ap|.iears nol to 
liave been a f^cintilht ol truth 
the whule etory, but Mr. Tiirte 
^v•hen he heard this report waxed iiulig 
nant and wrote in his jmper, Le Culti 
vateur, a most oifensive article ia whicli 
he resented on behalf of himaelf and tiie 
race to which he belongs any " interfer- 
ence " by Mr. Cliatnberlain in Canadian 
aflaii's. Mr. Tarte ai>pears to liave for- 
gotten th.it Ciiniula ih- a Briliyli cobjiiy 
and that it ia tlie ilaty of tiie .Secretary 
of State for the Colonie.s at t-iie jii-oper 
time and in the proper way to " inter- 
fere " in the aitairs of the colonies. 
That he would interfere in any other 
way is not for a moment to bo imagined 
The Right Hon. Chainberlitin ii 

Ijroviim iiiiuself a true friend of the 
colonies, and he iiaa .ahown tlia the lias 
as much respect for the rij,'htg of 
uolonists as the most patriotic Canmlian 
can have, and eouseqtiently 3Ir. 
Tarte'a ofTensive remarks respecting 
Mr. Cliauiberiain's interference when 
lie (lid not interfere at all were 
must iineallcd-lui' and tiiiiiecetsnry. 
Jiut allowaiiix' hIiouIiI at tliai jiarticiilar 
time be inaiie for Mr. Tarte'a 
impertinent exhibition of independ- 
ence. He was very hungry. The 
steam of the Ottawa soup pot had en- 
tered bis nostrils. He was most eager 
to dip bis ladle into it — which, by the 
way, is by 110 means a small one — aud 
Uu! idea of any inlliienee being exen'i.sed 
by Mr. Chamherlain which would jire- 
vent his appeasing bis hunger at once 
was most unvrelcome and most aggravat- 
ing. He had waited too long already, 
and he would wait no longer. Hence 
his trncnlent article. 



FACTH ABOUT GOLD. 

It is said by sorao economists thalgold 
has 01 late year.H been iinrreusinK in 
value in eoiniiariseii \vii:i (iilmr 00m- 
iiioditiea; tliat, in fact, it i.« this increase 
whicli hita cauKcil tlie low tiricea of the 
neceBsariea aiuJ coiiiforla of life which 
are lamented by many as if they were a 
misfortune. If gold hna increased in 
price during tiie lust twenty years or so 
its Vidue tiinsl be reiiulated by a law 
wliicdi regti lutes the value of every other 
iirlitde which is used \iy uiiiii. lOvtM-yone 
knows that the more plentiful a com- 
modity is in proportion to the tieuiand 
for it the cheapet it becuniea. 
Now it ia proved that the produc- 
tion of gold has very greatly increased 
within the period we have named. The 
oflicialB of the United States Mini Bur- 
eau estinialo "a production of g(jld 
til roiiglioiit the worltl equal to the iit;- 
gregate production of gold and .silver 
prior to 1878." 

"The gold prcductioDj" they say, 
"of the world has been chmbiug istead- 
ily upward since 1890, when it stood at 
^118,848,700. The figures of 1892 were 
.iil-)(3,815,100,of 18'JS ^167,287,000, and of 
189-1 if 180,020,100. The figures for ]8!).3 
Imvc not been fully verified by Director 
rroston, but a production of .$2fl;^,0O0,OOO 
is coiieitiered a conservative eatiuiato. 
Tlie production of l.S'.ili is, of coitr.so, atill 
a matter of calculation, but the i iicreases 
reported from nearly every country over 
1895 are reisardeii aa a safe basis for put- 



ting the production for the year at not 
less than ^L'-JO.OOO.OOO. 

" The Uidted .States is e.'cpected to 
show an inereaao tbisyear from .flT.OOO,- 
OOOin lBi).5 to ,1:50,000,000. This is re- 
garded aa the lOwest ])robal)le jiroihic- 
tion, and ^54,000,000 is coiipi<lered a not 
improbable iigure, Tlife will keep the 
United States at the head of the gold 
producingcountriea. She attained this 
jiosition liistyear and crowded Australia 
and Africa from the first and sccojkI 
plncee, which they occupied in IS'.d. 
Auatralia is consfcaatly increasing her 
production, btit tbe inoreaae ia not likely 
to ba;BO meteoric as In the United States 
and South Africa. Froductlon in the 
Witwaterarandt region of Sooth Africa 
was retarded somewhat during the clos- 
ing half of 18!).'), and has been delayed 
during tlic early [lart of the present year 
by the pcditical troubles in the Trans- 
vaal. Tlieir removal ia expected to j:ivo 
a fresh impetus to production and to 
raise the product for 189(3 several mil- 
lions above that of 180-1 or 1895." 

Tlie ])roduotion of gold in Russia has 
coiiaiderably increased. There are also 
gold mines in China, wh(>se product ia 
likely to increase by the ajiplication of 
inoderii miicliinory. Alaska i.s bccuiainu 
a gold producer worth considering, and 
there ia a certainty that the yield of gold 
of this Province will go on increasing for 
years to come. 

The fact that the gold production has 
been so large during the last three years 
ia regarded by the advocates of tlie gold 
standard aa a conclusive argument 

a;.:ainst the necessity of increasing tlie 
supply of iiK^tallii; nioneyby t he iiddilioii 
of "ilvor. The estimated coiisiun pt ion cf 
gold ill the arts ia about ;;r.0. 0(10,11(10. 
The (IciltR'tioii of this amount from the 
priuhictiou of f.'-.'0, 111)0, 000 uoul.l leave ii 
lialance of ^i:0,tl.i(),iHK). I 'u tti rig this bal- 
ance as low as 4^1 1)0, 00(1, 000 would atill 
verify tlu> jireil iction of the Mint Bureau 
in l.S".)-l, that ihcsupply ol gold available 
each year for monetai'v uses would soon 
ciiiuil the united supply of gold and sil- 
ver available for sui'b ii:-e.s at the time 
when tree coinage was suspemleil in 
several countries ami the gohl slandanl 
wai adopted by the (.ierman ICmiiire. 

II is qiiite evident that, if the su|)|jly 
of gold goes on increasing as it has dur- 
ing the last three years, there will he 
little fear of there being an appreciation 
ia tlie value of gold. The supply will he 
getting greater ; but the (Icniand ia hy 
no means likely to inci-ease in the sanies 
liroporlion. The prospect is rather of a 
depi-eciation than of an appreciation of 
gold. 



TIIE CUBAN INSURHECTION. 

The struggle in Ciiha is a very aiiigu- 
lar one. A comparativeli' few rebels, 
undisciplined and ill-eij nipped, have 
been able for nearly eigliteen m jUtha to 
hold their own against a large and well- 
disciplined army, well armed and abun- 
dantly suiiplied with all that is consid- 
ereil necessary in these days for carry- 
ing on military operations. 

At lirst the insurgents were so insig- 
niticant in numbers that it was believed 
they would be speedily crushed by the 
overwhelming force sent against them. 
1 f the reports from Cuba were to be believ- 
ed the rebel army was repeate(_lly beaten 
and broken up. But somehow, in spite 
of defeat, the rebellion still continued 
not only to exiat, but to grow more and 
more formidable. It was necessary time 
and again to send to Spain for reinforce- 
ments to i-e-suhdue the oft-vanquished 
rebels. The Spanish army outnumbered 
the insurgents freipieiitly five to one, 
yet the rebels t'untrived to keep the 
fielil anil to make headway against the 
royalist troops. .•\ few months ago the 
sound of t he cannon of the rebei.^ was 
heard in Havana, and there appeared 
a possibility of their getting a foot- 
ludtl in the capital of the island, 
The number of .Sjjanish troops now 
in Cuba is estimatixi iit 176,000 and the 
army of the rebels ia said to be not more 
than '10,000 strong. 

Of course the policy of the rebels has 
been to avoid a general action. They 
have carried on a guerilla warfare which 
has been most annoying, most wearying 
and most niisalisfactory to the Siiaijieh 
general. The war has consisted of a 
eeries of skirmishes in nearly all of 
which the rebtds have contiiiucd to take 
the regular troops at a diaad vantiige. 
The climate too has told and ia telling 
against the Royalist Iroojjs. The rebels 
dejiend as much on tieneral Fever as on 
their own valor and skill to defeat the 
Spani.sh troops, and it wouldaeeui as if 
1 heir calculation is about to prove cor- 
rec t . 

The war has coat Spain an iiiiinensc 
sum of money and lierei-edit is not of 
the best. The time must come, if the 
rebels are not quickly subdued, when 
Spain will not for tlie want of funds be 
able to carry on the war in Cuba. The 
long, exjienslve and wasting w:ir is im- 
])overisliing both t^pain and ('iiba. The 
rebels have of late adopted the nolicy 
of destroying the plantations and lay- 
ing waste the country through which 
they pass. This appears unpatriotic 
and suicidal, but in their estimation the 
end juatifies the means, 'I'lio freedom 
of Cuba ia in their estimation worth 
many sacrilicea both now ami in the 
futiin When once the country is frcei 
froi-i .16 Spanish yoke it will, they be 
ievt, soon recover from the effects of 
the war that is now being carried on, 
devastating as it is. 

The Spanish Government, for its pari, 
seems determined to carry on the war 
to the bitter end. it ia not tieterred by 
the expense, by the immense loss of life, 
and by the gnffaringa present and 
prospective of the inhabitaats of the 
Island. It is said that the inhabitants 
of the cities and towns of Cuba have 
come to tbe end of their resources, 
Tritde ia jiaralyzed. The food they use 
must be imported, and there ia no money 



to buy it. Unless relief comes from 
some quarter, the suflering in the coun- 
try will bo great. There are others, 
besides the politicians of thp'tJnited 
State^, who believe tbst' the time is 
near when the interposition of friendly 
powers in the interests of humanity will 
be absolutely necessary. What the end 
will be is at this moiueiit hard to tell. 
The .S])aiiiards are jiroud and ready to 
resent interference, and it seems clear 
that the day has passed when the exten- 
sion of the reforms demanded some time 
ago will satisfy the people who are en- 
gaged in the rebellion and who support 
and countenance the rebels. What they 
want is independence, and they will not 
be content with less. 

ir//.ir TO HAT. 

The weather is very hot and the appe- 
tite of many men. women and children 
is failing. The food that they liked 
when the weather was cool is distasteful 
to them now, and besides, it does not 
agree with them. What ought wo to eat 
while the hot weather lasts, is a question 
asked by many. The New York Oom- 
mercial Advertiser contains some ad- 
vice on this subject that mny not be un- 
welcome to some of our readers. It 
says, after coniinoiitingon the anomalies 
of diet, which are productive of so much 
unpleasantness and sulfering during tlie 
heated ti'nu : 

Y(d it is possible to sti'cr clear ol the 
|)itialls of siiiimii'r diet, and at the same 
time to enjoy all that it litis to oHVi. It 
is largely a matter of judicious coinbiiiii- 
tions of food. CompariLtively few people 
know which dialies on ihe iiiiaiu card are 
on apeaking terms an<l whicli are not, so 
t bey pour cream over acid berries, and 
drink cold milk witli a dressed salad. and 
si phot coffee between epooiiluls of icea, 
with disastrous results to their digestion 
aiid temper. It ia better to have a suni- 
nicr liinidi or diinier entirely cdld or en- 
tirely hot than to iniike incoiigni;ms 
marritigi's of t he two extremes of tem- 
perature. It is better still to conliiie 
the diet, if iiossible, to cold fodds, which 
liave been thuroughlv cooked lirst. 
Iced lea and C(jllee, cold soups 
from whicli all the gri'ase has been re- 
moved, cold meats, salads, tdiilled fruits, 
all make excellent sutmiier eatiPL'. If 
hot (lislies seem necessaiy, they should 
be as free from melted butter or lard as 
possible, liroiled idiops anil beefsteak 
are always preferable to fried, during the 
heated term, baked and boiled potatoes 
to those prepared in the frying pan. 

The times' for eating and drinking in 
summer are as important as the eookini! 
and combinations of food. It is always 
had to eat and drink when tired or over- 
heated, or when long exjiosure to the 
hot sun is to follow the meal. But as 
necessity knows no iron law, the reason- 
able thing to do under these circum- 
stances is to eat littie and drink less. 

This appears to be sensible advice, and 
there can be no harm in following it 
just to see how it works. How to man- 
age children in the matter of eating 
during the hot weather is very dillicnlt. 
There seems to be a general conspiracy 
to poison the youngsters, and it is "next 
to iniposaiblo to prevent their making 
themselves ill with forbidden fruit of one 
kind or another.

tifr in damages for negligence 
in recommending the mortgage loan 
of $0,51)11 in question; lint that 
the ]U'incipl(^ upon wbicli the damages 
were .isscssi'd, iiiumdy that the defend- 
ants should jKiy til the plaintiff the 
whole aniuunr of the loan and interest, 
themselves la king over the security, 
was wrong.

For two 
jr iIii-eedavH work at the canneries was 
It a standstill and the season of ISiHi 
h:ui anything but a |)romising look. 
However, on the iiialcontentH leaving 
the inlet, wliicb tlKy mainly did in a 
body on the American schooner San 
Mateo, the Indians began to return in 
small parties to the canneries and work 
was gradually resumed. Mr. and Mrs. 
Spencer, of .Mert Bay, used their in- 
lluence with a large number of the Jn- 
diaiis who had arrived at that jilace to 
return lo work, with the result that 
about lit) of them roluriied to the Inlet 
ill the Danube. The managers of the 
canneries expressed to Captain Wabran 
their satisfaction at the prompt presence 
of the Quadia in the Inlet and the good 
result that would ensue froni her visit 
in restoring coiilideuce to the IinliaiiH 
and others th;it the law would hi,- up- 
held. \Vitb the exception of three days 
lui which more or less tog wiis ex|)eii- 
enced, line weather was met with 
throughout the cruise.

Swindle and the Labor 
Element. 



Developments on tlie Sau Joaqaiu— 
Uncertainty of Titles to Un- 
surveyed Claims. 



(From the Miner.) 

Tlie now tunnel on tlio Minneliaha on 
Marphy creek has tapped the vein at a 
depth of about 30 feet, and a drift on 
the vein to the north has now begun. 
The ledge shows a width of seven feet 
find th? ore loolcs us thongii it inijilii 
ageay welh 

1*110 tiou' CiUi\jl at Burnt I'ass, aljovo 
itoVjaoii, baa i)eeii visiteil l)y a host of 
pro8])ectora luul promoters. Assesaiiient 
work is beinn done on all the principal 
claims, and as a i-onsequence nearly all 
of them have exposed bodies of S(jlid 
sulphide ore. The Lakeview and Key- 
stone groups in partienlar have jiroved 
tbemselvea to be veritable wonders. 

Dr. A. T. Walt, secretary of the Pro- 
vincial board of bealtli, has been in 
Koasland investigating the sanitary con- 
dition of the town and making arrange- 
ments to abate tiiose nuisances whicli 
threaten the pul)li(; health. 

The shaft on ibe Couunander is down 
overSOfeel. It is beinn sunk 5x',) feet 
in the clear and the bottom is all in ore 
which averages over $20 in tjoUl and 14 
per cunt, in eop|)er. There are over -10 
tons of ore on the dump, but no ship- 
ments will be made till 100 tons have 
been i:ot out. 

The tunnel on tlie City of Spokane is 
in about SO feet, tho last 10 feet being 
in ore. A crosscut has been started to 
ascertain tho width of the lead. Twelve 
feet of ledge matter is now ex|>oHed, 
half of which is a solid sulphide of iron. 
The prospect of the City of Spokane 
making a great mine never locked ay 
bright as at present. 

Both shafts on the Iron Mask look as 
fine as the owners coula ask. Both are 
in high grade shipping ore. 

Work luiH been suspended on the 
Groat Western shaft, and a Uiamond 
drill ia now being installefl. 

On the Iron Horse one diamond drill 
is down 100 feet,_but has still a limg dis- 
tance to go before it will cut the vein. 

A force of miners working for the own- 
ers of the Tiger have opened up a line 
vein of quartz, from which assays up to 
tiO in gold have been (obtained. 

The sinking of the engine shaft on the 
Josie is being fteadily continued and 
shows live feet of high grade ore in the 
bottom. A contract has been let for a 
100-foot crosscut tunnel to tap this shaft 
at a depth of 120 feet. 

The shaft on the White Boar is down 
40 feet and is all in ore. Assays up to 
$10 and $12 have fre(iuently been ob- 
tained of late. 

Before going East 0. (i. Labaree jiur- 
chased from U. I'. Oudin and ,Iohn Y. 
Cole the Golden Ciueen on Red Moun- 
tain, which adjoins the St. lOlmoon the 
north. It is nearly a full 1. 500 x 1500- 
foot claim and is cruwii granted. From 
its location and the showings on the 
surface it is consideied one ot the beat 
undeveloped pieces of (iroperty in tlie 
camp. 

The main tunnel of the Center Star has 
been in higli grade ore for nearly a 
month now and still there are no indica- 
tions of the ore chute giving out. There 
are 5,000 tons of shipping ore on the 
dump and five drifts are in pay ore from 
which 8hi|>ments of 50 tons a day could 
bo made liy driving ahead on these drifts 
without stopini; a pound. 

Oil tlio I'lric tlio shaft is down IS feet 
ami hIiowh a vein about eiglit feet wide 
between walls. This entire eight 
feet ia well mineralized with a 
streak of clean ore on both walls. 
Assays up t<j ^0 have been (jb- 
taine'd here. .\ surface cut about .iOO feet 
east on the vein ami lower down the hill, 
also .allows a u'ood body of ore ami from 
this point a~-ayrf up to IS per cent, in 
cojiper, .th! in gold and 12 ounces in sil- 
ver have been obtaineil. The vein has 
been traced on the aurfac<; for a distance; 
of 1,000 feet on the Eric grcauul. A 
parallel vein to the nortli has also been 
discovered lately and is now being pros- 
pected. The owners have made arrange- 
uientH to hav(! the claim surveyed right 
away. 

A proapf'c.tus has lieen issued which 
nllegos among (.tlier things that the 
Bald Butte claim is a full on<; nml ad- 
joins the Maytlower, (irand I'rize and 
Deer Park, which is a pliysii-il impossi- 
bility. 

In couuoclion with the (iold Hill 
swindle all the labor on the mine was 
paid in stocks at a nominal value, we 
lielievo, of !> to 10 cents a share. At 10 
cents a share the men would be entitled 
to 20 shares of stock a day and their 
board or at 5 cents a share to 40 shares 
of stock a day and their board. At the 
price for which the mine was sold these 
men will get about one-eighth of a cent 
a share or from 10 cents to 32 cents a 
day. 

As showing the absolute uncertainty 
of titles to uiisurveyed claims in tlie 
vicinity of the Green Grown, it may be 
noted that Manager Mead, of the Green 
Crown Com[)any, has jumped the Mnsta- 
lie, which it was supposi^d would take 
most of the ground claimed by the Green 
Crown. Mr. Mead professes to liave 
dotio this in the interest of tho owncirs 
of the Musta-he, as he claims to have' 
discovered that their location was in- 
valid. 

Near the foot of Lookout mountain is 
a claim called tho Cambridge which D. 
B. Bogle has just aecnred. W. H. Har- 
ris, who did the work on the property, 
brought it to Mr. Bogle's attention, and 
on Sunday last found a shaft sunk to a 
depth of about eight feet on a blind lead. 
In the bottom of the shaft it shows 
about four feet of mixed ore, which 
averaged .'flO in gold and copjier. I'Voin 
a paystreak of abcint eight inches in 
width ho got assays of from $14 to $22 in 
gold and four per cent, in coi)per. The 
ore closely resembles tho surface ore on 
tho Commander. 

A snnill force of miners ia eiiiragod on 
the San .loaiinin, ainking a shaft 0x8 in 
the clear, which is at present 14 feet in 
depth. It ahowa a well defined vein of 
oxidizad material containing an excess 
of horn blend. This oxidized ledge m.it- 
ter will assay fr >m $15 to $'280 in gold 
per ton. Six assays made recently by 
tho Kamloops Mining & Development 
Company, gave returns as follows : $215, 
$40, $44, $53, $71 and $82 in gold per ton.

So that oontroUors may he of the Cabi- 
net by sjiecial appointment if tho crown 
wills; but they have to be sworn in 
again. One oath of oflice is enough oiily 
for the doparlinental heads. No lawyer 
of any standing would be led astray by a 
statute so glaringly misdrafted. One 
woulil, liowever, like to see both our 
parliamentary (iiaftamen more wide- 
awake' for their work ; and also the newB- 
senders a little more careful in sticking 
to their last.

Quiet Reported in Buniness— Grass Fed Cattle 
at Present Belne Killed. 

The desertion ol; the hoasebolds for 
the campiug grounds this warm weather 
has had a tendehtsy to limit business. 
The butchers notice the decrease iu 
trade probably more than any other 
class, but in their case the hot weather 
is largely responsible for the prevailing 
dulness. At present most of thts cattle 
they handle are grass-fed, and the meat 
is eoiiseiiuontly of a superior quality to 
that heretofore in the market. I'^or the 
same reason, also, iiides have dropped a 
cent a pound in price. With produce 
dealers interest centres in the growing 
crojia. A consignment of Fraaer river 
hay is exjiected to be jilacod on the mar- 
ket to-day, being the lirst sliijiment re- 
ceived from the Mainland thii! year. 
New hay, however, is continually being 
brought in from i'-^aaiiicli, but it is beini; 
dispo-sed of mainly at jirivato sale. 
Though the farmei''s revenue is thereby 
increased , it has decreased materially Iu 
the dairy line, neither poultry nor cattle 
being as protitable as a month ago. The 
gardener is keeping the market well 
supplied with small fruits, the latest 
variety in stock being currants.

Two of these 
marked by all the signs of privation and 
hardships, happen to be two iiewsjiaiKir 
men from New York, who receiving ^~ 
a day steady wages, had, with others, 
been enticed to ''the 'green' hills hir 
away." They are |l. .Miiisliiill and 
.■\. Baiiii, New York Herald men, 
who, having lieen at t'ook's Inlet, 
for the |iast three months are in a posi- 
tion to understand the actual condilion 
of allairs there. Mr. .Minsliull speaks 
very disiiaragingly of the iirospeclH of 
the place and hlaiiies a clique of Cali- 
fornia and Seattle business men for eir- 
ciilaiiiig alluring but unjusliliable ro- 
liorts and inducing people by other 
tpiestionable means to go to the country 
simply for the profits they make out of 
it in steamboat and other percentages. 
These men, he relates, monopolized 
claim after claim on Six Milcand Resur- 
rection creeks, the principal waterways 
of the country, creating an iinpression 
that tended "to keep diaat iafaction and 
uneasiness m alieyanct'. .As an instance 
of the over estimated mineral wealth at 
Cook's Inlet .Mr. .Minshiill tells of 
where live men working on Mill's 
claim, one of the richest in 
the country, only cleared between 
them .'fl'2 in six days, their small 
earnings, making it necessary, to sus- 
pend subsequent operations.

Speaking 
of these yesterday, Mr. Minsliull said 
they reminded him very much of the 
Bay oi Fiindy on the Athmlic seaboard.
